The word disease» generally ties | 
to our minds a suggestion of some 
ailment which has fallen to the lot | 
of man or beast. It rarely occurs | 
to us that plants are subject to a 
line-up of disorders which would 
make the average sufferer from 
human ailments well by comparison. 


It is also true that the cost of plant 
disease is quite comparable to the 
money spent every year for doctor 
bills and the money lost through sick- 
ness. 

Take our common smuts for ex- 
ample. They are plant diseases when 
we come to consider the matter, 
and the are among the most 
expensive luxuries which the farmers 
of Western Canada annually indulge 
in. In fact they probably cost the 
average farm considerably more than 
the car, for we learn that oat ut 
alone cost the farmers of Ontario some | 
two and one half millions. If a horse | 
is laid up for a quarter of the mine 
with a bad sweeney we soon think 
of the money it is costing to feed | 
him, but smut can slip in and take 
a quarter of the oat crop and the loss | 
is never noticed. 


The smuts are bad enough, but as 
every farmer knows they are largely | 
preventable. The worst offenders are 
the rusts, they are harder to deal 
with and, while the development of 
rust resistant varicties of wheat is 
now only a matter of time, we still 
lose several millions annually to those 
little spots on the stems which might 
be called the smallpox of plants. 

But the smuts and rusts are only 

a beginning. There are cankers and 
galls, the potato has an imposing 
incup of blights, rots and gcabs, the 
fruit trees have their diseases from ! 
root to fruit. The loss caused by 
plant diseases each year is very 
nearly as great as the national debt. 
Most plant ailments are now pre- 
ventable in the same way that sci- 
ence has gotten most human ailments | 
undér control, and with the additional 
possibility of breeding disease resist- 
ant plants, it is likely that in the next 
few years we shall see a decided re- 
duction in the losses due to the dis- 
eases of plants. It is interesting, how- 
ever, to remember that our human 
ailments are not the only ones which | 
prove costly and which reduce our na- 
tional efficiency. 


Studying Cement Treatment 


Saskatchewan University Professor | 
Spending Some Months In Berlin 
Professor Thorbergur Thorwaldson, 

of the University of Saskatchewan, 

building cement expert, is here con- 
ferring with Prof. Wilhelm Hitel, of 
the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute for the 

Advancement of Science, with a view 

to finding methods of improving ce- 

ment. 

Prof. Thorwaldson explained he was | 
particularly interested in observing 
the X-ray work on crystals, carried 
out by Prof, Hitel, who is one of the 
greatest authorities on silicates. 

“In our part of the country, ce- 
ment is an important commercial ar- 
ticle, and everything that can be done 
to improve its quality is of vital inter- 
est. I am thus combining scientific re- 
search with practical purpose by see- 
ing in what way Hitel’s methods can 
be applied to cement,” he said. 

Prof. Thorwaldson expects to re- 
main here for three or four months.

Canadians drink nearly 100 per 
cent. more milk than they did in 
1921. The per capita consumption 
js about one pint per day, or 470.8 
pounds, per year, compared with 
about one-half pint per head of 
population in 1921. The milk con- 
sumption in the United States is 
about 458 pounds per capita per 
year or less than a pint per day 
per person. Canadians eat more 
butter than the people of any other 
country in the world—29.31 pounds 
per capita per annum—an increase 
from 25.79 pounds since 1921. Their 
appetite for ice cream has increased 
from 5.26 pints in 1921 to 7.04 pints 
in 1928, and the per capita con- 
sumption of cheese has risen from 
2.51 pounds in 1921 to 3.64 pounds,
